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5 ABSTRACT 

Disclosed herein is an anti-rotational apparatus for ensuring secure placement of 
a sample tube on a sample carousel. The sample tube includes a first open proximal 
end and a second closed distal end. Between the ends and located adjacent to the 
proximal end, the sample tube includes a radially outwardly extending annulus having 
10 an abutment surface. The abutment surface includes anti-rotational structure. The 
invention in an exemplary embodiment includes a sample carousel having an outer 

^ periphery zone having a plurality of openings. The openings are sized and shaped for
